Norman Caldwell and County Water 
Consultant Robert M Edmonston. 
They’ll zero in on the Office of 
Saline 
Water once the county’s 
liason 
man 
in 
Washington 
— 
attorney Robert McCarty — sets up 
the intended interviews and gets 
hotel reservations. 
The last word the county has 
gotten 
from 
federal 
and 
state 
officials concerning the proposed 
desalter ostensibly slated to be built 
in Diablo Canyon. San Luis Obispo 
County, is that nothing is certain 
about it now Not many months ago, 
county authorities were banking on 
it to provide “ cheap’ supplemental 
water for the county before many 
years. 
This 
gloomy 
information 
was 
passed along to the County Water 


Advisory Committee last week, and 
it 
was 
decided 
that 
specific 
information 
from 
Washington 
authorities 
themselves 
is 
now 
necessary. 


Some county officials have hoped 
all along that a Diablo Canyon

Feather River water, via the State 
Project, is still a far-away dream 
for the county, with the county 
holding only an “ insurance“ first- 
phase pact at this time, and not 
having actually agreed to take the 
second step of importing water 
Citizen groups have opposed the 
State Project on the grounds that 
less expensive alternatives haven t 
been fully considered

Nixon pushing for big victory 


NEW YORK (U P I)—President Nixon, 
embarked on a campaign through the 
nations 
two 
most 
populous 
states, 
appealed Tuesday for a big enough victory 
in November to overcome congressional 
roadblocks and “ finish the work we have 
begun " 
He 
told 
Republican 
campaign 
contributors in 28 cities that his domestic 
programs 
had 
been 
thwarted 
by 
a 
Democratic-controlled Congress which fre­ 
quently reminded him he did not have a 
majority mandate in 1968 when he won 
office with less than half the vote 
“ What we need now and what we ask for 
is not simply the support of a party, but the 
support 
of 
a 
clear 
majority 
of the 
American people so that we can do those 
things that America needs to have done for 
it, he said. 


Nixon spoke from the grand ballroom of 
the Americana Hotel over closed -circu it 
television that carried his remarks to fund­ 
raising dinners throughout the country 
More than 1,500 persons paid $1,000 each 
to hear Nixon and Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew. at a similar dinner in Chicago, 


extol the accomplishments of their first 
term in office and promise to guide the 
nation to a generation of peace in the next 
The 
dinners 
enriched 
the 
already 
affluent 
Republican war chest by an 
estimated $5 million to $7 million and 
Nixon was scheduled to attend similar 
fund-raising affairs today in San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. 
Nixon echoed the themes he set in earlier 
campaign appearances, citing his visits to 
Peking and Moscow as evidence that a new 
era of 
negotiations has arrived, and 
claiming significant progress in stabilizing 
the economy and curbing crime 
He said the nation now “ has the lowest 
rate of inflation, the highest rate of growth, 
the highest real income for its workers of 
any industrial nation in the world ” 
On crime, he said, “ we have finally 
turned the corner," chiefly because of 
vigorous law enforcement by the Justice 
Department 
and 
his 
appointment 
of 
Supreme 
Court 
justices 
“ who 
have 
recognized their primary responsibility is 
to protect the first civil right of every 
American, the right to be free from 
domestic violence.” 


McGovern 'home' for a rest 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI »—Sen 
George 
McGovern followed his own slogan today 
and “ came home” —a few days early—to 
reflect on his drive for the presidency after 
nearly four weeks of hard campaigning 
He wound up his grueling tour in 
Southern California, with ex-rival Hubert 
H. Humphrey staunchly at his side, going 
together over the same ground where they 
fought a bitter primary campaign 


McGovern sought to reassure organized 
labor groups drawn by the appeal of 
Humphrey™ that his proposed defense 
spending cuts would not throw thousands 
out of work in California a charge made 
originally by Humphrey 


At a $250-a plate fund-raising dinner in 
Los Angeles McGovern hammered on his 
pledge to end the war in Vietnam, including 
an immediate halt to the air war “ We re 
going to halt this murderous bombardment 
and we re going to do it in the first five 
minutes after the inauguration,” he said 


Humphrey urged workers to accept his 
backing of McGovern, and pleaded until his 
voice went hoarse with former financial 
backers to donate funds to McGovern 
Hold it. don't anyone leave,” barked 
Humphrey 
when 
he 
spotted 
someone 
edging toward the door at a fund-raising 
meeting for about 100 liberal professional 
men and women in Los Angeles. 
Money is the economic plasma for our 
political health, 
he said, urging them to 
dig deep to support McGovern 
Humphrey, who drew off much of the 
labor vote from McGovern in the primary, 
told audiences of workingmen that “ I'm a 
lifelong friend of labor. I wouldn’t mislead 
you.” 
At well-attended labor rallies in Los 
Angeles and San Francisco McGovern 
stood by his controversial plan to reduce 
the defense budget by $30 billion, but said 
workers 
in 
military-related 
industries 
would be assured weil paid jobs in public 
service or in such fields as pollution control 
and mass transit

37, was captured late Tuesday night He was 
found hiding in a trash bin behind a bar 
Although he was armed with a 22-caliber pi.stol. and 
reportedly told one of the four hostages he allegedly tfM)k 
during the escapade that he would never bi‘ captured alive. 
Clouston surrendered without a struggle 


Hundreds of heavily armed officers from police forces 
throughout Los Angeles and Orange counties, sheriff’s 
deputies from both counties and California Highway 
Patrolmen have been hunting for Clouston from Anaheim to 
the San Fernando Valley. 
Searchers sighted him a number of times and said he shot 
his way free or slipped away before he could be cornered. 
Dozens of reports —some of them obvious errors—came 
in from citizens who thought they had .seen Clouston, whose 
photo was carried by newspapers and television stations in 
the area 
.Several times officers poured into neighborhoods on 
receiving such tips, sealing off areas of several blocks and 
going through the district house by house. 
In the end, Clouston was arrested as a mere burglar. 
LynwiKKl officer Michael Patterson, investigating a report 
of a break-in at a home where the residents were away on 
vacation, sighted someone he thought matched Clouston’s 
description He called for help, and with two other officers, 
tracked the fugitive to the trash bin and demanded Clouston 
surrender 
Clouston told police he was “ glad it’s over” becau.se he 
had not been able to sleep for days for fear of being 
surprised by the searchers 
He was charged with the killing of Buena Park detective 
Darrel Cate, who was shot at Clouston’s Anaheim 
apartment last Thursday The detective had gone there to 
serve Clouston with a warrant in connection with a sexual 
assault on a 21-year-old Buena f*ark housewife. 
Clouston then allegedly fled, taking hostage some friends 
who had offered him a ride without knowing he was wanted 
by the law, and later releasing them unharmed.

tax limitation initiative on 
the November ballot. 
Board chairman Curtis 
Tunnell sided with Johnson 
who asked the board take a 
stand 
a g a in st 
the 
proposition on the ground it 
would 
be 
financially 
disastrous 
to 
co u n ty' 
government 
and 
special 
districts. 
But a move by Supervisor 
Daniel G. Grant to have the 
board take no action on the 
Johnson recommendation at 
this time was deadlocked 2-2 
and was lost. 
Other 
motions 
— 
one 
calling for direct opposition 
to the Watson amendment 
and 
another 
withholding 
action pending a scrutiny by 
the County F'arm Bureau 
and 
County 
Taxpayers’ 
Assn. as to the accuracy of 
Johnson’s findings — never 
got a second and expired. 
Finally, the board voted 
unanimously 
to 
file 
the 
recommendation 
from 
Johnson, 
with 
Tunnell 
promising the matter would 
be resurrected and placed 
before the board again "in a 
few weeks.”

SACRAMENTO (Capitol) 
The State of California is 
out to make the best of 
recent Japan-United States 
trade agreements in Tokyo 
and that best could be 
verv good indeed for the 
Golden State.

problem,

year. Japan sells more to 
this country’ than we sell to 
Japan 
Last 
year, 
the 
difference was about $3 2 
billion, and it’s expected to 
hit up to $3 8 billion this

It might only hit $3 5 
billion,

Japan has agreed to step up 
purchases on this side of the 
Pacific to the tune of some 
$300 
million, 
largely 
in 
aircraft

California 
products, if the Japanese 
can be induced to buy them. 
And 
increased 
Japanese 
purchases 
here 
will 
continue. 
Eventually, it is hoped, 
the annual difference will be

Legislating 


attorney 


Although 
Attorney 
General Evelle J. Younger 
has been critical of the 
courts for their tendencies 
to legislate it now seems 
such usurpation of these 
powers is all right if he does 
it. 
For that is exactly the 
effect of his recent opinion 
relating to sales tax on 
gasoline. 
In holding that service 
stations are required to 
include the tax in the price 
per gallon. Younger reaches 
around 
and 
finds 
“ legislative 
intent” 
to 
support his opinion 
The fundamental rule of 
statutory 
construction 
is 
that 
the 
court 
should 
ascertain the intent of the 
Legislature 
so 
as 
to 
effectuate the purpose of 
the law,” Younger recites 
This may be a sound 
principle of law but in 
determining 
intent 
one 
should 
not 
draw 
upon 
imagination to support a 
finding. 
The application of the 
sales 
tax 
to 
gasoline 
purchases was an invention 
of Senator James Mills. It 
was a means ot providing 
revenues to subsidize mass 
transit after his attempts to 
raid the highway funds for 
that purpose failed Adopted 
by the 1971 Legislature, the 
new tax became effective 
last July. 
While the laws permit the 
inclusion or absorption of 
the sales tax in the price of 
commodities, the universal 
practice has been to add the 
tax after computing the 
total sale 
Independent 
service 
station 
operators, 
apparently 
seeing 
an 
opportunity to make a profit 
on the new tax. sought 
legislation to require, in the 
case of gasoline sales, the 
inclusion of the sales tax in 
the price per gallon instead 
of adding it to the total 
purchase 
Because 
the 
service 
stations 
are 
highly 
competitive they 
wanted 
this method of taxing to be 
mandatory. To justify their 
case they claimed service 
station attendants weren’t 
well enough educated to add 
the tax 
This contention 
ignored the fact the same 
attendants 
have 
always 
added the tax to tires, 
batteries, motor oil and all 
other commodities sold in 
the service stations.

With the harvest of sugar 
beets in Santa Barbara, San 
Luis Obispo and Ventura 
counties now well under 
way, early indicators point 
to record or near-record 
results, according to Virgil 
Phelps, 
assistant 
agricultural 
manager, 
Union 
Sugar 
Division, 
Betteravia. 
‘‘We 
started 
receiving 
beets from the Oxnard area 
IBUSt 
eld of 
well 
above 
average, 
Phelps said Union has more 
than 
3,000 
acres 
under 
contract in Ventura county. 
Harvest in Santa Barbara 
Co unty, 
centered 
substantially in the Santa 
Maria 
valley, 
started 
August 22 
Said Phelps: 
“ We’re averaging 23 to 24 
tons per acre locally, with 
sucrose content at about 
15Viper cent.” 
Harvest of the company’s 
1,350 acres m San Luis 
Obispo county started early 
this month, with Phelps 
reporting yields averaging 
25 tons per acre. 
B arrin g 
weather 
interruptions Union Sugar 
expects to complete the fall 
campaign by December 10. 
Operating around the clock, 
the Betteravia factory has 
processed an average of 
4,800 tons of beets daily. 
Phelps reported “ ideal” 
growing conditions in the 
three-county area-District 8 
of

Growers Association — this 
year. “ Aphid flights were 
minimal, so virus attacks 
have not been a problem,” 
the Union Sugar spokesman 
said.

It 
comes down to striking a balance 
between the need for more industry 
and more jobs — in Maine with 
unemployment over seven per cent 
as the urgent need, and keeping the 
coastline, the lakes, the rivers, the 
silent, empty spaces in something 
like their natural state; that is to 
say. unpolluted and not too cluttered 
with

and 
hamburger stands that spring up 
with the tourists 
It is the dilemma of all of America 
as a rapidly increasing affluent 
population takes to the roads and as 
industry expands, for Maine th^ 
dilemma is acute, since many of the 
4.000.000 visitors come for unspoiled 
beauty and for the solitude that has 
been obliterated almost everywhere 
else. 
Governor Curtis has just received 
the report of a distinguished task 
force set up by resources for the 
future The report recommends that 
heavy industry 
on the coast be 
limited 
to

Portland and the other at Machias 
Bay. Portland 
last July had the 
second largest oil spill in the East 
coast — 10,000 gallons — and the 
muck has not 
yet been entirely 
cleaned up 
In

development, limited to Portland 
should be deferred even there until 
corrective action has been taken 
with regard to navigation, training 
and 
stockpiling 
Dependent 
for 
domestic and industrial use oil 
Maine is at the end of the line and 
the expectation is for shortages and 
higher prices this winter, over this 
vital flow the state has virtually no 
control other than a limited veto. 
It is like the timber industry, 
owned almost entirely outside the 
state 
Maine 
is, 
therefore, 
a 
province 
with 
the 
decisions on 
economic destiny taken in board 
rooms in New York and elsewhere 


While there is no competition in the 
oil industry the hope here is that 
with the development of Canadian 
oil a pipeline can be brought down 
from the north and this could be a 
lever on the pricing of the big 
domestic producers. 


The 
ta s k 
force 
p ro v id es, 
hopefully, that perhaps 98 per cent 
of the 3,300 miles of coastline should 
with certain exceptions be kept for 
open, scenic benefits, recreation, 
tourism, summ er and year-round 
residences and light industry such 
as boat-building. This is a‘ noble 
prescription but the degree to which 
the state can carry it out is one of 
the
